WASHINGTON. May 24—< INS) 
—Treasury Secretary 
Morgenthau 
disclosed today that 500 more treas­ 
ury investigators will be hired to 
probe “thousands and thousands" of 
new income tax evasion cases. 
Morgenthau said there are now 
1500 
deputy 
collectors, 
revenue 
agents and intelligence unit agents 
working full time on .tax investiga­ 
tions. 
The largest new case was uncov­ 
ered in New York City when the 
owner of “a group of restaurants” 
made a "voluntary disclosure th at 
he had overlooked two million 200 
thousand income” over a three-year 
period, the secretary declared. 
The restaturant owner knew- the 
game was up, Morgenthau said, be­ 
cause “we were going through his 
books". 
This man. he said, had sent an 
armored truck to his restaurants 
each day to pick up part of the 
money which he then deposited in 
various bank vaults. 
His excuse, 
Morgenthau 
said, 
was 
that 
he 
“needed the money to buy supplies". 
Morgenthau said he could not dis­ 
close the restaurant owner’s iden­ 
tity but commented that 
he serves 
among the best meals in New York 
City.” 
Morgenthau said that taxpayers 
who come in to make voluntary dis­ 
closures will receive the coopeia- 
tion of the internal revenue bureaus 
if it is found that they have made 
an "honest mistake".
